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ABSTRACT OF PROCEEDINGS OF THE BOARD OF MANAGERS 


AT ITS MEETING, TUESDAY, JUNE 8TH, 1886. 
THE General Secretary presented communications from several 
Bishops of dioceses and missionary jurisdictions setting forth the condition of 
their respective fields, describing their great needs and urging in the strongest 
terms at least a continuance of the amount of money they are now receiving. 


—— Appointments and changes of missionaries reported by Bishops Spal- 
ding, Watson, Knickerbacker, Pierce, Perry, Whitaker, Walker, Garrett, 
Wingfield, Morris, Hare, J. A. Paddock and Elliott were approved. 


; The Board by resolution requested the Missionary Bishops in making 
their annual reports to state what contributions they have received during the 
year past for work in their jurisdictions and to what objects those contributions 
have been applied. 


-——— A special committee of three was appointed, who in connection with 
the General Secretary shall prepare the Report to the Board of Missions re- 
quired by Article IV. of the Constitution of this Society. 


— The Standing Committee on Missionary Meetings presented a proposed 
order of business for the Triennial Meeting of the Board of Missions in October 
next, and instructed the General Secretary to arrange for the delivery of a 
missionary sermon in each church in Chicago on the first Sunday morning 
during the General Convention—October 10th. He was also empowered with 
the Rev. Dr. Satterlee to arrange for other meetings at the time and place of 
the General Convention. 


— At this meeting, Mr. Wager Swayne, who had been elected a mem- 
ber of the Board at a previous meeting, appeared and took his seat. 


— The Board adjourned to meet again on Tuesday, June 22d, at two 
o’clock, P.M., and the Council of Advice was directed to report to the Board at 
that adjourned meeting an estimate for the current expenses of the Domestic 
and Foreign work of the Society for the year beginning September Ist next. . . 


PROCEEDINGS AT AN ADJOURNED MEETING, JUNE 22D, 1886. 
— The General Secretary submitted and read a despatch and communi- 
cation from Bishop Harris, of Michigan, stating that the convention of that 
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diocese had unanimously resolved to assume the entire missionary work of the 
diocese without in any wise diminishing their offerings to the Board of Missions. 
It was resolved that the General Secretary be empowered to make on behalf of 
the Board a suitable acknowledgment and response, and that the proceedings 
of the Convention of the Diocese of Michigan be published to the Church in 
Tue Spirit or Missions. 


-—— The Board adopted a schedule appropriating for the first three 
months of the next fiscal year, beginning September Ist, to the Domestic field, 
at the annual rate of $161,900, being a reduction of twenty per cent. from the 
sum of existing appropriations and representing the amount received from 
the Church, exclusive of legacies, for Domestic Missions for the twelve 
months which ended June Ist; and appropriated to the Foreign field at the 
rate of $116,799, being nine per cent. less than the sum of the present 
appropriations, and representing the receipts for the like term for Foreign Mis- 
sions. ‘This action was taken with the greatest regret. 


—— In view of the resignation of Mr. James M. Brown as Treasurer of the 
Board, Mr. R. Fulton Cutting was elected Treasurer, the election to take effect 
on the first day of September next. 


BELIEF IN THE KINGDOM. 


THE trumpet call of Jehovah summons His servants to bear the standard 
of His Kingdom through this land and to every nation under heaven. ‘This is 
the one great work of the Church until the earth is filled with the knowledge 
of the Lord and all men own Him as their Saviour. 

The promise runs: His Kingdom shall stretch from sea to sea and from the 
floods unto the world’s end. Jor this end alone the Divine Presence is pledged, 
and to accomplish this human agency is called into action. When we know 
that this was the clear command of our risen Lord, the sublime charge which 
He gave to His Church, is it not passing strange that His disciples should be 
indifferent to it, and that it does not fill and sway the minds and hearts of us 
all, and call forth our best energy into action and our most fervent zeal and 
prayer and self-sacrifice ? Is it not strange that that object should be permitted 
_ to become obscure in any mind, or be superseded even for a time by anything 
else? Yet now and then we hear of a congregation that does nothing for 
missions because it is providing itself with a fine edifice, or beautifying its 
present one, or engaged in some local charity. For these things it has set aside 
the great work of the Church, and the people are moved to expend all their 
gifts in gratifying, perhaps, an ambition entirely proper in itself, or in response 
to a passing claim of charity to the body, while the souls of millions are without 
help and the everlasting Gospel is not preached to them. Why is it but that 
men do not believe in the King and in the Kingdom? Let all things be pre- 
sented in due proportion, the Kingdom of Christ first for everlasting salvation, 
and the incidental charities and mercies to the body will not be wanting. If 
we believe in the Kingdom we shall devise liberal things for it, for we are the 
King’s servants 
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THE Board of Managers at its adjourned meeting on June 22d, had before 
it the very important question of the appropriations for the missionary work, 
both Domestic and Foreign, for the year beginning with September 1st next. 
Communications had previously been presented from many of the missionary 
and diocesan Bishops representing the urgent needs of their several jurisdic- 
tions, and to these the Board had given the most serious and respectful consid- 
eration. The Board felt, nevertheless, that it must be guided by the wish of 
the Church, as indicated by the contributions for the work. It is convinced 
that the only prudent rule in making engagements for the next year is to limit 
them by the amount of offerings received during the preceding twelve months, 
that is, from June to June. 

Acting upon this principle it has made its appropriations for three months 
at the following annual rates: For Domestic Missions, $161,900; and for For- 
eign Missions, $116.799. In making up the schedule the Board has endeay- 
ored to divide equitably among the several dioceses and jurisdictions the 
amount at its disposal, and it earnestly hopes that the apportionment will 
receive the cheerful acquiescense of all concerned. 

The Board has been under the painful necessity not only of declining to 
enter upon new work but also of reducing the appropriations for the new term 
as compared with the present, by an amount equal to nine per cent. on the 
Foreign work and twenty per cent. on the Domestic work. It is fully con- 
scious that this contraction will prove a check to cherished hopes; that it must 
discourage movements already begun, and that it will be the cause of disap- 
pointment and no doubt of suffering. Most gladly would it rather have 
increased the appropriations and said to the workers, Go forward; but neces- 
sity forbade. 

As soon as the contributions will warrant an increase, just so soon will the 
Board be found eager to take off the restraint and to increase the work. 


WHAT CONSTITUTES A CRISIS ? 


Is it right to speak of a financial crisis in our missionary affairs, year after 
year, when a deficiency in the treasury seems to threaten ? If we mean by the 
phrase that we have lost all faith in God and faith in man, then is it a crisis 
indeed ; if we mean that we have exhausted all the resources of the Church 
and there is nothing before us but bankruptcy, it is not true, it is absurd ; if 
we merely employ the panic cry to frighten the Church, it is a weak expedient 
and must prove ineffectual. The people do not take alarm in that way, or 
learn their duty so. 

We began the first of last September with engagements of $344,000 for the 
year, and with no money in the treasury. We made these engagements on the 
faith of the Church, in the hope of sufficient offerings to enable us to meet 
them. In view of the offerings of the previous years it was a very sanguine ex- 
pectation ; but we chose to make the venture rather than force a sudden con- 
traction of the work. On the first of June, when nine months of the year had 
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passed, there had been an increase in contributions as compared with the year 
preceding of nearly twenty per cent.; yet we still required $128,000. 

At the present writing it appears as if our requirements on the first of 
July would be a little more than $100,000. There-will then remain two 
months in which to collect enough to close the year on September 1st without 
debt. Does that constitute a crisis? Wedo not think so. It is an occasion 
which demands serious consideration. It should awaken the attention of all 
the people of the Church. It ought to make every one of us realize his 
responsibility and act with promptitude. We cannot believe that the men and 


women to whom God has entrusted means will refuse to give of those means at 


His bidding for the one great work with which He has charged His Church. 

It is not a time for alarm, but for calmly and resolutely doing our duty as 
becomes Christian men and women. A thousand gifts of $100 each, or a hun- 
dred gifts of $1,000, or twenty gifts of $5,000 would enable this Society to pay 
its missionaries and begin a new year without debt. Should we hesitate before 
such a duty as that ? Shall the missionary work of the Church be hindered or 
embarrassed by such a need? Men and brethren, we await your answer to 
these questions, 


ENROLMENT METHOD. 

Tue Enrolment Plan contemplates a careful canvass, to enroll as many 
names as possible in every parish. If the missionary interest were universal, 
the announcement of such a purpose as originated with the laymen of Phila- 
delphia would be sufficient to call forth a great company, who would gladly add 
their names and contributions to swell the centennial offering ; but in the 
absence of such a general impulse it will require constant, personal effort and 
dealing with individuals all through the Church. It ought to be possible to 
find one or more persons in every parish to take up the work with enthusiasm 
and pursue it steadily until every one is visited and asked to enroll. Let it be 
remembered that it is a laymen’s plan, and while the clergy should give it their 
hearty aid, the laity should take the work in hand and push it forward speed- 
ily. Good, strong, earnest, face-to-face dealing of the laity with the laity is 
needed to secure success. If there has been neglect hitherto in any parish, three 
months remain for hard work, but not a day to spare. 


POWER FROM ON HIGH. 

FuLiy conscious of the immediate urgency of our present need of means 
to maintain the work in hand, and in full view of the grand duty of the Church 
to “go forward,” we adopt as our own the language of another as to the prime 
need of the Church: 

‘What we want most of all, more than money or men, intellectual resources or an 
overflowing treasury, or wisdom and prudence in their management, is such faith as will 
bring the infinite and pledged resources of our Almighty Head, the living Jesus at the 
right hand of the Father, to the aid of our instrumentality. Along with a deepening 
sense of our inadequacy, we want a more vivid, living, abiding apprehension of His 
actual position as our Redeemer, the Holy One of Israel, of the vastness of His power, 
the amplitude of His promise and His infinite veracity and trustworthiness. Here we 
find the life and power of all Christian enterprises, With this faith, victory is sure. 
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GOOD NEWS FROM MICHIGAN. 


WE present below, in accordance with a resolution of the Board of Man- 
agers, the preamble and resolutions adopted by the Convention of the Diocese of 
Michigan at its last meeting, in reference to the future relations of the diocese 

_to this Society. We need hardly say that we rejoice in this action as a forward 
movement: of the Church in Michigan: 
PREAMBLE AND RESOLUTIONS. 

The Bishop, clergy, and laity of the Diocese of Michigan, in convention assembled at 
Detroit, on this the tenth day of June, 1886, recognizing the generous appropriations 
made to the diocese for a long series of years by the Domestic and Foreign Missionary 
Society, desire to place upon record their grateful acknowledgment of the aid so long 
received, by means of which the Church has been planted and sustained at. many points 
where, pithort such appropriations, missions and parishes could not have been established ; 
and recognizing also the duty of relinquishing this aid so freely granted, as soon as the 
diocese can reasonably do so, therefore, 

Resolved: That the Bishop be respectfully requested to inform the Genet Secretary 
of the Board of Missions in New York, that from and after the thirty-first day of August 
next, the diocese of Michigan will assume the support of its missionary work within the 
diocese, and from that date will voluntarily relinquish further aid from the Board of 
Missions, and will also endeavor to contribute if possible more largely than ever before 
toward the missionary work of the Church at large; and to this end it is further 

Resolved: That every parish and mission in this diocese be earnestly recommended to 
make stated collections—at least once in each year—for both the Domestic and Foreign 
Missions of the Church. 

The foregoing preamble and resolutions were unanimously adopted by the Annual 
Convention of the Diocese of Michigan, on the 10th of June, 1886.

OTHER INSTANCES OF PROGRESS. 


Worp comes to us this month from a parish in Nebraska and two missions in 
Oregon, that their people have resolved no longer to ask aid from the Board, 
but to take upon themselves the whole responsibility for the support of their 
Church work. Fremont, in Nebraska, and Corvallis and Taquma Bay, in 
Oregon, are examples worthy to be imitated. 


TREATMENT OF INDIANS. 


Mr. Hersert WELSH replies in the New York Zvening Post to “T. W. 
H.,” who writes to that journal demanding severe measures in the treatment of 
the Apaches, and refers to the Indian Rights Association in such a way as to 
raise doubt as to the views of the association. Mr. Welsh describes clearly the 
position of the association which he represents. He says: 

This association believes that strict justice should be meted out to all Indians, 
Apaches not excluded; that they should be held individually responsible before the law, 
and also be entitled to its protection, and under proper limitations be admitted to Bitizen: 
ship and to receive the advantages of a practical education. We believe that Indians who 
are upon the war-path should be subdued in the quickest and most effective way possible by 
military force. I presume we shall not lay ourselves open to the charge of sentimentality, 
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however, when we claim that the best way to make Indians peaceable, whether they be 
Apaches or others, is to treat them with justice and to develop by education the intelli- 
gence and moral qualities which there can be no doubt they are possessed of. . 

Were Congress to appropriate the necessary money, and were proper tact and discretion 
used to secure the children, it would not be a difficult thing for the Government of the 
United States to educate every Apache boy and girl. I hold, and I think with reason, 
that this would be the most effective means of causing war to cease in Arizona, 
and of gaining an effectual hold upon the adult Apaches. In the meanwhile the members 
of this association trust that the war against the renegade Apaches will be prosecuted 
with all vigor, and will soon be brought to a successful termination. 

Tidings come from western Montana that cattle-men, acting in collusion 
with the Crow Indian agent, have captured all the available grazing land in the 
Crow Indian reservation, about 4,500,000 acres. It is such acts of injustice 
as this that exasperate the Indians, and lead them to deeds of violence. 


BRIEF MENTION. 

Bisuop Gillespie of Western Michigan, in commenting in his annual convention ad- 
dress upon the offerings of his diocese for Domestic and Foreign Missions, said: ‘‘ We 
need the missionary spirit, and that means, we need missionary information, and to put 
it very practically, our missionary periodical should have readers, and the parish should 
have its missionary meeting. And yet missions gauge our personal religion. Where there 
is a person or a parish begging off from helping this good work of the Lord or that, be 
assured the root of the matter is not in them; their religion is of that easy sort that 
brings no real newness of life, no impressive holiness, and that will never bring their souls 
to heaven.” 


Two of the recent elections to the Episcopate are of especial interest to the friends of 
missions. Bishop Tuttle, the faithful and successful Missionary Bishop of Utah and 
Idaho, has been elected Bishop of Missouri, and the Local Agent of the Board of Missions 
in Minnesota, the Rev. M. N. Gilbert, has been chosen Assistant-Bishop of that diocese. 
Bishop Tuttle has determined to accept his election, and the Diocese of Missouri is to be 
congratulated upon his decision. Of the Rev. Mr. Gilbert’s intention we have as yet no 
information. 


THE many pages of acknowledgments this month, should prove interesting to our 
readers, because not only is the sum total of contributions for the month very large, but 
it is made up of a great number of offerings from all parts of the Church. We do not 
begrudge the space which this list requires, and we shall be glad if during the year we 
can have represented in the tables every parish and congregation. Let us not forget that 
our Lord sat over against the treasury, and took note of the gifts. 


Tue Sprrir or Misstons will be sent during the present season to the proprietors of 
about 1,000 hotels and cottages at the principal summer resorts, in the expectation that 
they will place the magazine where it may be read by their guests. We have received so 
many kind promises to do this from proprietors to whom the magazine has been sent (for 
which we hereby tender our thanks) that we have no doubt that our expectation will be 
very generally fulfilled. 


Tne seventeenth annual report of the Board of Indian Commissioners of the United 
States (for the year 1885) makes very favorable mention of our Church’s missions to the 
Indians. The report declares itself unreservedly against the reservation policy, and advo- 
cates with respect to the question of Indian rights and wrongs substantially the position 
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of the Indian Rights Association. In its summary of the principles which should govern 
Indian administration it urges the necessity of bringing the red men under the jurisdic- 
tion of United States laws; of dealing with them as individuals and families and not as 
tribes; giving them land in severalty, with protected title; settling respectable whites 
among them; providing for them ‘‘a systematic plan of iacerel and industrial educa- 
tion,” and encouraging Christian missions to them. We do not know where a more en- 
lightened policy of treating the Indians can be found than in the recommendations of this 
report of the Indian Commissioners, 


WE are very glad to observe that the Lenten offerings of the Sunday-schools for the 
Board of Missions are larger this year than ever before. Nearly all the dioceses report an 
increase over last year. Here is an important source of revenue, if the practice could only 
be universally adopted and the understanding be that the offerings of the children during 
Lent are to be taken exclusively for Domestic and Foreign Missions. 


TuE General Secretary attended the last annual meeting of the Council of West Virginia, 
held at Charlestown, June 2d, and was given a full opportunity on the evening of the first 
day to address the council on the Domestic and Foreign Missions of the Church. This 
habit of devoting an evening to the consideration of General Missions at the time of the 
annual assembly of the clergy and laity is an excellent custom. 


Tue rector of Trinity Church, Bethlehem, in the Diocese of Central Pennsylvania, 
where the yearly average of offerings for Domestic and Foreign Missions was about 
twenty-five dollars from an annual collection in the church, adopted the Systematic Offer- 
ing Plan at the beginning of our present fiscal year. He is sending to the Mission Rooms, 
this year, offerings gathered quarterly on that plan at the rate of $300 per annum. This 
fact honors the rector and his congregation, and proves the value of systematic offerings. 


WE have sometimes mildly hinted at the fact that missionary offerings are not always 
remitted promptly to the Treasurer of this Society. It seems that delay occurs in Eng- 
land also. The official magazine of the Church Missionary Society notes the fact that, 
owing almost entirely to delay in making remittances on the part of many of the subor- 
dinate associations of that society, it received no less than $225,000 on the last day of its 
last fiscal year! 


WE are very glad to learn from Bishop Boone that he hopes to be able to reopen on 
the first of next October the Jane Bohlen School for Girls, at Wuchang, which has been 
closed for several years. All but three of the scholarships held by pupils of that school 
when it was open, have been transferred elsewhere. We should like to receive gifts for 
new scholarships in the reopened school, the cost of each being forty dollars per annum. 

Amone the offerings for this month is one which is designated for the ‘‘ Church 
Missions House.” We are happy to note this, and hope the suggestion may not be lost 
upon our readers and that the day may not be far distant when we shall have our own 
building to hold our mission rooms and other institutions of interest to all Churchmen. 


Tue supporters of the Church Missionary Society, in England, set a noble example to 
all Christians, in the magnitude of the annual contributions which they pour into its 
treasury. For the fiscal year of 1885-86, ending March 31st last, the receipts of that 
society were $1,193,595. The contributions to special funds (included in the total sum) 
were $150,910. This grand total, collected by one only of the two great missionary socie- 
ties of the Church of England, was given, it should be noted, to Foreign Missions alone. 


O44 WITH OUR CORRESPONDENTS. 


Tue great total of the Church Missionary Society’s income for the last year is new 
evidence of widespread interest in missions, for as the reports show, the principal bulk of 
the amount came in moderate or very small individual gifts. We would therefore repeat, 
what we have said before, that these grand totals are made possible in England only by 
that thorough organization of systematic offerings for missions which it is well known 
exists there. We would reiterate again and again the indisputable truth that missionary 
impulse can never accomplish the results possible to and sure to come from wise and sys- 
tematic organization. Missionary impulse is a matter of a moment, an hour, or a day; 
missionary organization is an affair of ‘‘all the year round.” 


WITH OUR CORRESPONDENTS. 


One of the most practical and devoted of Bishops, writing of our mission work says: 
‘¢ Alas! the spirit that breathes through it is chilled through and through with the icy 
breath of worldliness and self-seeking. It is an age, not of the love but of the dust of 
pleasure, and wealth is not being consecrated to Christ in any remote proportion to its 
increase among us. What is the remedy for this? You know as wellas I. We wanta 
renaissance, a new birth, of faith in the Holy Ghost. May God send it to us all, Bishops 
and people alike !” 


Tue Rev. John Hewitt, rector of St. James’? Church, Fremont, Nebraska, writes 
in response to an appeal for an offering from his congregation: ‘‘I will ask for a special 
offering on Whitsun-day. It is due to this parish to say that, in the midst of an effort 
to build a church this year, its offerings for both general and diocesan missions have 
been larger than ever before, and not only so, but since your appeal came to us, the 
vestry have made a special effort to become independent of the Board of Missions, and 
have succeeded in securing pledges sufficient to enable them to relinquish, after the jirst of 
June, the stipend of $200 from the Board of Missions. If we could do more we would 
cheerfully do it.” 


Farru and works unite in this message from a rector, who was asked recently to send 
$200 from his congregation for Domestic and Foreign Missions: ‘‘ I received your appeal 
in behalf of missions last week. I did not know where the $200 was to come from. I 
presume that by this time your Treasurer has received $470, as our Easter offering for 
General Missions. So God knew, even if I did not.” 

Tuer Rev. Dr. Phillips Brooks is visiting the great West and seeing something of the 
needs of missionary work. He visited our missionary at Santa Fé, New Mexico, and 
preached for him, and we have received a letter from him dated at Portland, Oregon, in 
which he exclaims at the immensity of the missionary work to be done. Would it not 
have the effect of increasing the interest of the people in our Domestic Missions if the 
clergy in taking their vacations would visit the mission fields ? 


A LApy, who takes a deep interest in the work of missions, writes: ‘‘ Might I humbly 
suggest that a prayer for the opening of the hearts of the stewards of God’s bounty 
might be timely in the July number of our valued and excellent Sprrrr or Missrons?” 


Tue rector of Christ Church, Brownsville, Pennsylvania, enclosing $158, writes: 
‘You asked me for forty-five dollars for missions. I have heeded the appeal and recog- 
nized the urgency of the needs, and felt it our duty to increase the offertory as much as 
possible. I hope other parishes will respond as cheerfully, and thus relieve the Board 
of its pressing needs.”

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THE NEW MISSION TO ALASKA.* 


Few of our readers, we fancy, realize the 
great extent of Alaska, so called in English 
from the name given to it by its native in- 
habitants—Al-ay-es-ka, ‘‘a great country.” 
A recent writer states that ‘‘Alaska has an 
extreme length, north and south, of 1,400 
miles, an extreme breadth, east and west, of 
2,200 miles. The coast line measures 
25,000 miles and the country covers an area 
of 580,107 square miles: an area equal to 
that of all the United States east of the Mis- 
sissippi river, and north of Alabama, Georgia 
and North Carolina.” It was said by the 
late Professor Guyot, of the College of 
New Jersey, that the most western point of 
Alaska—the island of Attu—is as far west 
of San Francisco as the coast of Maine is 
east of that city. 

When this ‘‘ great country” came into 
the possession of the United States by pur- 
chase from Russia, in October, 1867, the 
latter government had been sustaining a mis- 
sion there of the Russian Church for about 
seventy years, and at one time there had 
been seven missionary districts, with their 
clergy, and a lay membership of several 
thousands, and with a number of schools. 
When Alaska had come under the flag of 
the United States the Russian missionaries 
were withdrawn, and for about ten years no 
effort was made to continue Christian mis- 
sion work, until in 1877, the Rey. Dr. Shel- 
don Jackson and Mrs. A. R. McFarland, 
two devoted Presbyterians, went to Fort 
Wrangell and established a station there, as 
the first two American missionaries to Alaska. 


Alaska is divided geographically into 
three great districts: the Yukon district, 
from the Alaskan mountains to the Arctic 
ocean; the Aleutian, which comprises cen- 
tral Alaska; and the Sitkan, embracing 
southeastern Alaska. Through the Yukon 
district flows the Yukon river, one of the 
greatest rivers in the world, which is navi- 
gable for 1,800 miles and is estimated to be 
3,000 miles in length. This great river 
empties itself into the Behring sea. 

On the sea-coast, north of the delta of the 
Yukon river, lined with a number of native 
Indian villages, which aggregate a popula- 
tion of about 700, is St. Michael’s, a trading 
post originally founded by the Russians in 
1835. Here also is an Indian village, of 
which a representation is given, together 
with one of the trading post, in this month’s 
frontispiece} of Tum Srreir or Missrons. 

As has already been announced, the Board 
of Managers has founded a mission-station 
at St. Michael’s and appointed the Rev, 
Octavius Parker to take charge of the work. 
Mr. Parker sailed early in May with his 
family from San Francisco for St. Michael’s, 
which he will make his place of residence and 
the head-quarters of his missionary duty in 
the Yukon district. Bya joint arrangement 
between this Society and the United States 
Government, an important part of Mr. 
Parker’s duties will be the teaching of a 
native school at St. Michael’s, the govern- 
ment paying a stipend to Mr. Parker as a 
teacher and providing a house for him to 
live in. 


THE CHURCH'S MISSION. 


THE apostolic work was missionary work; 
the Church, as constituted by these heroic 
and holy men, under the leadership of their 
divine Lord, was a missionary Society—the 
primitive propaganda of the Christian faith. 
They were sent forth by the Captain of their 
salvation to conquer the nations for Christ, 
and gather captives from all countries into 
His triumphal procession. For this work 
St. Paul was added to the original number, 
and from his peculiar fitness by education 
and spiritual endowment became the most 
successful of them all. And the constitution 
of the Church is still unchanged; and our

revoked, and your Bishops and clergy to-day 
are but heralds and incense-bearers in the 
train of Immanuel’s triumph; and every 
faithful communicant and every baptized 
believer and every humble neophyte are 
triumphing with the heavenly Conqueror. 
Surely, here is a demand for all our faith, 
for all our zeal, for all our moral heroism; 
and for an embassy like ours ‘‘more than 
twelve legions of angels” might have been 
commissioned from the skies. Alas! where 
sleep our energies? Where slumber the 
holy fires within our hearts?—Rev. Dr. Cross,

WORK AMONG COLORED PEOPLE IN TENNESSEE. 


Prruars the first in importance of this 
work is the mission workin Memphis. This 
is in charge of the Rev. William Klein, Dean 
of St. Mary’s Cathedral, who is assisted by a 
colored Deacon, the Rev. A. R. Anderson. 
Until last year the mission congregation had 
been worshipping in a rented hall, the use of 
which could be secured for Sunday services 
only. Last year it was decided to purchase 
a very neat and commodious church build- 
ing, located on Third street. The property 
was paid for, except $2,000, which was to be 
met in two annual instalments. The first of 
these became due in February, and was 
promptly paid. We have therefore only 
$1,000 more to raise in order to have the 
property free from all incumbrance. The 
property is held in trust by the convention 
of the diocese; the convention, being incor- 
porated by the legislature, holds the title to 
all Church property in the diocese. The 
services at Emmanuel Church (as this church 
is named) are conducted on Sunday morn- 
ings by Mr. Anderson, and on Sunday nights 
by the Dean. There is a good and growing 
Sunday-school. The journal of the last 
convention reports nineteen infants baptized 
and five persons confirmed. The work this 
year is far more encouraging and hopeful. 

In connection with this mission is the Can- 
field Asylum and School. This institution 
was maintained as an asylum for orphans of 
colored persons, as well as a school, until 
near the close of last year, when satisfactory 
homes were found for the inmates, and since 
that time earnest efforts have been made to 
extend the educational work, already begun 
there, among the colored race. Under the 
supervision of the cathedral clergy, a day- 
school and a Sunday-school, averaging about 


ninety pupils, have been efficiently taught by 
Mr. W. T. McNeal, a colored lay-reader, 
assisted by the Rev. Mr. Anderson. The 
Church’s daily offices have been said in St. 
Cyprian’s Chapel. The building requires 
considerable repairs, and $500 could be very 
well expended. New benches and desks are 
required for the school-room. 

St. Paul’s Mission, Mason, is in charge of 
acolored Deacon, the Rev. Henderson Maclin. 
Mr. Maclin was nearly seventy years old 
when he was ordained a Deacon, and is now 
very infirm. He was unable to be present at 
the Bishop’s last visitation to this mission, 
when eight candidates were presented for 
Confirmation. There are 250 communicants 
reported attached to the mission, and it is a 
very large and important field. But until 
some man with abundant energy can be 
secured, there cannot be much growth. 

St. Philip’s Chapel, Bolivar, is in charge 
of the Rev. William Cheshire, a colored 
Deacon, under the supervision of the rector 
of St. James’ Church. The congregation of 
the mission have been very energetic and suc- 
cessful in their efforts to complete this chapel. 
The services of the Church are very well ren- 
dered. There is a good pipe-organ and the 
singing is exceptionally g good. The Sunday- 
school i is also a success. 

St. Stephen’s Mission, Burlington, is in 
charge of the Rey. Ossian P. Alston, a col- 
ored Deacon. Mr. Alston deserves commen- 
dation for his earnest and self-denying labors. 
An extremely neat chapel has been built. 
Two services are held on all Sundays, festi- 
vals and fasts. A successful Sunday-school 
is conducted, and the work here is in a very 
satisfactory condition. Mr, Alston was for- 


merlya slave of the late James J. Alston,.

who provided for his family servants by 
locating them in a body on a large tract of 
land, which is divided up into small farms 
of fifty and 100 acres. Mr. Alston is an 
humble-minded, devout and faithful worker. 

At Arlington, in Shelby county, the Church 
people hold a service every Sunday for the 
colored people, both adults and children, 
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The instruction is given by those who were 
formerly masters of the negroes who attend. 
On one Sunday in each month the mission- 
ary, the Rev. Matthew Henry, gives instruc- 
tion, and on other Sundays the work is in 
charge of Mr. Kenneth Garrett, who is 
assisted by Mrs. E. E. Greenlee.

A PLEA FOR WESTERN COLORADO. 


As I sit here, musing on the condition of 
this region, forecasting its probable and its 
possible future, my heart burns within me, 
the fire kindles, and I feel that I must speak 
with my pen, if not with my tongue. 

I am in western Colorado, twenty miles 
from the Utah line. The nearest clergyman 
of the Church, westward, is at Salt Lake, 
310 miles distant; the nearest, eastward, 
on the line of the railroad, is at Salida, 208 
milesaway. Between that point and where 
I sit there are three important towns, besides 
a number of smaller places, and the country 
on either side of the railroad is liberally 
sprinkled with miners, farmers and cattle- 
men. To minister to the spiritual needs of 
these people there are a few preachers of 
various names and a Roman cleric or two, 
but not asingle representative of our Church. 
If one moves about among the people the 
indications are everywhere abundant of in- 
difference to spiritual things, of unbelief, of 
vice, of sin deliberately committed and re- 
joiced in. Christians are few and far be- 
tween among the men, and are becoming 
constantly fewer among the women. The 
prevailing influences are on the side of evil 
rather than on that of good. If this state 
of things continues, the ultimate result can 
be nothing but heathenism. 

This region is but a specimen from the 
vast field of our Domestic missionary terri- 
tory. Multiply it a hundred-fold and you 
will not overestimate the facts nor present 
any too extensive a view of the dangers and 
difficulties before us. Think of it, medi- 
tate upon it, try to comprehend it, Church- 
men of the rich and potent East, and picture 
to yourselves a heathenized West, growing 
stronger year by year until it shall one day, 
when it shall have come to maturity and 
have attained to its destined pre-eminence 
in the councils of the state, remove the name 
of this nation from the place it now occu- 
pies on the roll of the kingdoms subject to 


Christ, and cause it to be inscribed among 
those that are under the power of darkness. 
You are permitting the establishment of a 
practical heathenism in these vast regions of 
the far West; your children come here to be 
assimilated to it; their vacant places among 
you are being filled up largely by an unchris- 
tian population, and if this be permitted to 
continue, what cun the end be ? 

Oh, that I had the whole Church in this 
land before me; that I could speak to it as 
with the trumpet of the Lord; that I could 
make it feel its tremendous responsibility 
and appreciate its glorious privilege; that I 
could rouse it to grapple with this great 
question now, and to devote itself, its men 
and its women, its talents and its wealth, to 
the work given it of its Master to do in this 
land! Blessed be the press, which enables 
me to do, in some measure, that which 
otherwise I could not do at all. 

“‘What then would you have done—in 
western Colorado for instance?” I hear some 
one ask. 

I would have an earnest and experienced 
man placed there, whose duty it should be 
to look after the whole district. Fixing his 
residence at the most convenient point, 
supplying him with a good horse and equip- 
ment and assuring him of a sufficient salary, 
TI would give him full charge of and make 
him responsible for the work of the Church 
in towns and villages, in mining camps 
and agricultural settlements throughout the 
region. The details of the work would 
naturally suggest themselves; but the gen- 
eral outline should be settled upon and a 
definite result worked for. There should be 
more or less of organization where practi- 
cable, and readers should be secured and 
appointed as soon as possible wherever their 
services could be made of value. The 
scattered people should be visited and min- 
istered to and none should be overlooked or 
neglected. Sunday-schools would naturally 
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be important auxiliaries in the work. When 
readers had been tried and proved, they 
should be admitted to the Diaconate, from 
which some of them might in time go 
on to the Priesthood. An assistant for the 
general work, and perhaps more than one, 
would be a subject for after-consideration. 
Beginning with one man, who would devote 
himself to this work as one called of God to 
it, it might be extended and strengthened 
according to opportunities and needs, and 
great things might be accomplished for the 
glory of the Master in the good of men, 

The work would be hard in some respects 
—as what true work is not?—but it would 
be pleasant in many ways and spiritually 
full of joy. The pleasure of ministering to 
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the Lord’s sheep in the wilderness would 
be great, and the joy of bringing into the 
fold those who otherwise might never hear 
the Shepherd’s voice, who can tell? 

How much of such work is needed and 
how much of it might be done all over the 
land our Bishops are constantly telling. 
That it is entirely practicable, provided the 
men and the means to sustain them can be had, 
needs no demonstration, The Church has 
the men and the means in abundance, if 
they could but be controlled and directed. 
If they cannot, it indicates that there is 
something radically wrong somewhere. 
What is it?

MISSIONARY INTELLIGENCE. 


CauirorniA.—The Rey. Dr. Wakefield, 
rector of Trinity Church, San José, writes to 
the Pacific Churchman of May 1st an inter- 
esting letter regarding cottage lectures, 
which he considers to be a valuable agency, 
especially in missionary effort, and one too 
little used. In his letter Dr. Wakefield 
says: ‘‘Before coming to this coast I was 
under the impression, which is perhaps 
general, that California was a difficult field 
for missionary work. Residence has on the 
contrary led to the conviction that no other 
diocese will yield so abundant a return to 
the spiritual husbandman. In these ‘ cot- 
tage lectures,’ whether held in this lovely 
Santa Clara valley or among the Coast Range 
or Calaveras mountains which almost sur- 
round it, I have invariably found quite a 
goodly proportion of those who were brought 
up in the Church in the states east of the 
Rockies, and in the Church of England, but 
who alas! in too many instances have gone 
into a ‘far country,’ but who welcome with 
fervor the ministrations of a Priest of the 
Church into which they were baptized, and 
rejoice once more to sing the old familiar 
songs of their own Zion.” 

CoLoRADO AND Wyomina.—At the annual 
meeting of the Convocation of Wyoming, re- 
cently held, Bishop Spalding delivered the 
usual address, in which he said: ‘‘ Wyo- 
ming, though the youngest, is by no means 
the least important of our great missionary 
jurisdictions. Its development will be 
henceforth more rapid and vigorous than 


ever. The great railway now building from 
the east westward, through the heart of the 
territory, will result, it is believed, in the 
sudden building up of a large town in the 
neighborhood of old Fort Fetterman, and 
several other towns and settlements. A 
clergyman should be stationed at Fetterman 
as soon as, if not before, the railroad reaches 
that point. An able man might well vent- 
ure to go there now, taking his risks as to 
support. 

‘Our work in Wyoming is but just be- 
ginning. Itis believed that this jurisdic- 
tion ought to have a Bishop to itself, ap- 
pointed at the next meeting of the General 
Convention in October. Whether the out- 
look for missionary support shall be such as 
to warrant the election of another Missionary 
Bishop is at present uncertain. The Board 
of Missions is largely in arrears. There must 
be a great renewal of mission life and liber- 
ality on the part of Church-people generally, 
or it will be difficult to continue the present 
scale of appropriations, to say nothing of 
such extension of the work as is absolutely 
required.” 


Iowa.—The Rev. G. A. Chambers, mis- 
sionary in charge of Christ Church, Waterloo, 
reports that the church was consecrated to 
the worship of Almighty God on Thursday, 
April 29th, by Bishop Perry. The cost of 
the church, with its furniture and the land 
on which it is built, has been a little more 
than $9,000. The property has been vested 
in the trustees of funds and donations for 
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the diocese. The church was consecrated 
on the fourth anniversary of the day upon 
which Mr. Chambers was chosen to take 
charge of the parish. 


Mississtpr1.—The Rey. J. J. Clemens, in 
charge of missions at Brandon, Bolton, 
Bovina and Raymond, writes: ‘‘ The work 
at my several stations gives very encouraging 
results. There are one or more awaiting 
Confirmation in almost every place. All the 
church buildings have been improved, and 
every parish has given to missions. I hope 
this summer to hold parochial missions at 
each station, and so by God’s help to make 
the interest still greater. The Sunday- 
schools have increased, and where a year 
ago we had no school, now there is one with 
forty scholars. At Brandon a faithful lay- 
reader has kept the church open every Sun- 
day, and from Bovina I have had an appli- 
cation for one to be appointed.” 


Monrana.—The Rev. F. B. Lewis, the 
missionary at Bozeman, reports that the 
Easter offering of his congregation, amount- 
ing to $107, paid the balance ofa debt upon 
his rectory. The mission is now free from 
debt and ready to work for a new church 
building, which is greatly needed. 


Nevapa.—The Rev. Wm. Lucas, mission- 
ary at Reno, writes: ‘‘ Since making my last 
quarterly report there has been much work 
done, and Ithink, some good results reached. 
At the Lenten services there was a fair at- 
tendance. Easter was a very happy time, 
and a spirit was manifested that would seem 
to indicate the existence of a real interest. 
Our Easter offering for missions (including 
the offerings from the Bishop’s school, which 
is in the parish) reached the highest figure it 
has ever attained here, the amount being 
$220. On the First Sunday after Easter the 
Bishop confirmed twelve, six of whom were 
from the school. We hope to have another 
class ready before the close of this month.” 


NortTHERN CatirorniA.—The Rey. Alfred 
Todhunter, missionary at St. Helena and 
points in Napa county, reports many grounds 
for encouragement in his mission, During 
the past year he has held monthly services 
at Glen Ellen and Sonoma. At the former 
place (a town of 300 inhabitants) there is no 
church of any name, but this want will 
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probably soon be supplied, as Mr. Todhunter 
has about $1,600 toward the cost of a church 
building. Meanwhile, until a church shall 
be completed, the congregation is gathered 
in a school-house. At Sonoma a public 
hall is used for services, and $800 and the 
necessary amount of stone have been con- 
tributed in partial preparation for building 
achurch, Sonoma hasa population of about 
1,000 persons. The church property at St. 
Helena is worth about $8,000, the church 
being a substantial stone structure. It is 
hoped that this church will be consecrated © 
next autumn. Mr. Todhunter acknowl- 
edges gratefully the gift of a complete outfit 
for a saddle-horse from the congregation and 
Sunday-school of St. Peter’s, Talbot county, 
Maryland, in the Diocese of Easton, of which 
the Rey. Chas. E. Buck is the rector. The 
gift is very valuable, since the missionary 
rides in the saddle over 4,000 miles during 
the year. 


NortTHERN Trxas.—The Rev. George H. 
Higgins, missionary at Colorado and Big 
Springs, writes, under date of June Ist, of 
his mission at Colorado: ‘‘During the last © 
quarter the church has been completed, the 
lot fenced and the interior of the church 
furnished. We are without any debt and 
are awaiting the coming of the Bishop to 
consecrate the church. Eighteen adults 
have been baptized, and eighteen persons 
confirmed, making in all twenty-three con- 
firmed this year.” 

Of the mission at Big Springs, Mr. Hig- 
gins says: ‘‘Big Springs is at the western 
limit of this missionary jurisdiction. It con- 
tains the round-house and shops of the 
Texas & Pacific railroad. We have suffered 
dreadfully from the late strike on the rail-" 
road. Nearly the whole population has 
changed, but in spite of every drawback 
God has prospered us, a church has been 
built and a class awaits the Bishop for Con- 
firmation.” Mr. Higgins, in referring to 
the distance of his mission from other mis- 
sions of the Church, says that he had not 
seen a clergyman for one year. 


OrEGon.—Mr. Richard H. Thornton, of 
Portland, writing of the recent appointment 
by the Board of Managers of a missionary for 
Oregon City, says that the work in that city 
has been subject to many vicissitudes, and 
that consequently the parish has declined, 
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but not beyond recovery. The newly ap- 
pointed missionary is a zealous and diligent 
young man, and has already made a good 
impression. In Mr. Thornton’s opinion, if 
the missionary is adequately supported, the 
church in Oregon City will probably be in- 
dependent in about three years. The town 
of Albany, seventy-seven miles from Oregon 
City, has also been assigned to the new mis- 
sionary. 


Soutn Daxota.—Bishop Hare sailed for 
England from Quebec, in the steamship 
‘Polynesian,’ on Thursday, June 24th. 
He will remain abroad for a time for the 
benefit of his health: 

~ Vireinta.—The Rev. James 8. Russell 
(colored), in charge of the work among col- 
ored persons at Lawrenceville, Sturgeonville 
_and St. Tammany, reports, for the year end- 
ing May 31st last, that he has baptized at 
his three stations fifty-eight persons. The 
number of communicants under his care is 
211. Sixty-six persons were confirmed dur- 
ing the year. One hundred and forty-five 
names were upon the list of pupils in St. 
Paul’s Mission School, at Lawrenceville, 
with an average attendance at the school 
of sixty-eight. The extreme severity of the 
weather during a large part of last winter 
reduced the average attendance very much. 

Norfolk.—The Rev. J. H. M. Pollard, mis- 
sionary of the Church of the Holy Innocents 
(colored), Norfolk, writes on June 1st that his 
work there is gradually widening its influ- 
ence, and the people are trying to do what 
they can to sustain it. They promised to give 
the missionary $100 per annum and have 
paid his stipend promptly. They have also 
given about twenty dollars to extra-parochial 
objects and have met all the current expenses 
of the church. The children of the indus- 
trial school pay its current expenses, which 
amounted to $60.45 from September 1st of 
the last year to the date of Mr. Pollard’s let- 
ter. Arrangements have been made to buy 
a lot on which to build a church, at a cost of 
$1,000, to be paid for in three years by 
monthly instalments. These arrangements 
have been made, Mr. Pollard writes, because 
the congregation would rather pay for the 
lot themselves than beg their friends to do 
it for them. Since the last report of the 
missionary the rectory has been destroyed by 
fire and nearly half of his personal property 


was burned, but friends have been very kind, 
and Mr. Pollard thanks the Lord and takes 
courage. 

Petersburg.—The Afro-American Church- 
man of June 19th states that Bishop Whittle, 
and the examining chaplains of the diocese— 
the Rev. Drs. Hanckel, Minnegerode and 
Tucker—visited the theological school at 
Petersburg, during the previous week, and 
examined four colored candidates for the 
Diaconate, who passed their examinations 
satisfactorily, and will soon be ordered 
Deacons. The candidates examined were 
Messrs. William P. Burke, Walter L. Bur- 
rell, George E. Howell and George F. 
Bragg, jr. 

WasHineton TeRRITORY.—The Northwest 
Magazine publishes in a recent issue an illus- 
trated paper descriptive of Grace Hospital, 
at Seattle. The hospital association was 
incorporated in May, 1883, by the Rev. 
George H. Watson, rector of Trinity Church, 
Seattle, and four laymen, who began prepa- 
rations for the erection of the present 
structure on Twelfth street, near Madison. 
Want of funds afterward compelled the 
trustees of the institution to delay the com- 
pletion of the structure until the last autumn, 
when a bequest of $1,000 from the late Mrs. 
Louisa Scudder Vought, of Freehold, New 
Jersey, enabled them to go on with the 
work. A contract was at once made for an 
edifice of wood, to have a frontage of 144 
feet and a depth of ninety-four feet; and 
the same is now entirely enclosed. The 
main building and rear extension are two 
stories, and the two wings one story. This 
arrangement will give three wards, with a 
capacity for forty patients; provision being 
made for the later erection of a fourth ward. 
A special hygienic feature is that no sick 
room is above another. 

The location of the structure is a superb 
one, overlooking both the sound and the 
lake, and having an unobstructed view of 
the Olympic mountains, Everything about 
the hospital is simple, but roomy and _per- 
manent. An additional $2,000 will com- 
plete the whole, and leave the institution 
free from debt and able, with untrammelled 
hands, to begin its work of charity and 
mercy. The Rev. Mr. Watson is the presi- 
dent of the board of trustees; Mr. W. A. 
Harrington is the treasurer, and Mr. W. R. 
Forrest, chairman of the building committee.

A MISSIONARY TOUR. 

Tue Rey. G. W. Gibson writes from Cape 
Mount, April 20th, as follows: ‘‘I visited 
the Jondoo station last week, and found 
matters moving on as well as can be ex- 
pected under the circumstances. We have 
no house there for a residence of the 
missionary, nor for school and chapel pur- 
poses. The Rev. Joseph T. Gibson occupies 
a small native hut in the town, with neither 
room nor quietness enough to carry on his 
work of instruction. He needs a mission 
house (as I wrote some time ago) at a short 
distance from the town, where he could 
work without being subjected to the disturb- 
ance from noise and bustle that must con- 
tinually interrupt him where he is at present. 
He requires also a bell and some cards, prim- 
ers, etc. There is no doubt that a great 
work can be accomplished in that region if 
engaged in with an earnest mind. 

“<Tn the week before last I travelled through 
the interesting region of country lying be- 
tween the Little Cape Mount river and the 


head of the Pisou, or Cape Mount lake, vis- 
iting a number of towns and talking to the 
people, and found everywhere a hearty wel- 
come and a desire not only to have me repeat 
my tour, but to teach them myself or send 
a resident teacher to them. In view of the 
pressing invitation they gave me I have con- 
cluded to spend a week or two at an early 
date in making a tour through that country 
and through a number of Dey and Golah 
towns lying between the Little Cape Mount 
river and the St. Paul’s. Iam of the opin- 
ion, from what I have seen and have heard 
from others, that a line of preaching stations 
might be advantageously established from 
Tosaw, a town about four miles from here, 
and where we hold services occasionally, 
quite through in a southeasterly direction to 
the St. Paul’s river, over a distance of about 
fifty-five miles, embracing-a populous region, 
inhabited by Veys, Golahs and Deys. One 
chief on this route promises fifty boys and 
some girls to any teacher who will establish 
a school in his town.” 
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CONVOCATION AT MONROVIA. 

The Hon. C. T. O.King, agent of the Amer- 
ican Colonization Society in Liberia and 
mayor of Monrovia, thus writes, under 
date of Monrovia, March 24th, 1886: ‘‘ The 
last week has been one of great interest to 
the Episcopal communion of this region. 
The Protestant Episcopal Convocation was 
held in this city, presided over by Bishop 
Ferguson, who proved equal to the require- 
ments of his high office. At one of the 
meetings the Bishop, assisted by the Rev. 
Messrs. J. W. Blacklidge, M. P. Keda Val- 
entine and Paulus Moort, Presbyters, or- 
dained the Rev. Messrs. J. G. Monger of 
Sinoe, Edward Hunte of Crozierville, and H. 
C. N’yema Merriam of Cape Mount, Priests, 
when an eloquent discourse was preached by 
Bishop Ferguson, from Ezekiel xxxiii., 1-9. 
On another occasion Mr. Joseph T. Gibson 
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was ordained a Deacon. Mr. Gibson is an_ 
immigrant from Barbadoes, W. L., and so also 
is Mr. Hunte. The sermon, pointing out the 
duties of those entering the Ministry, was 
impressively delivered by the Rev. Keda Val- 
entine. The latter and the Rev. N’yema Mer- 
riam are civilized Greboes, and they always 
add their native names before their English 
names, as Keda and N’yema. The sermons 
and addresses delivered during the sessions 
of the convocation cannot but have a salu- 
tary effect in the community. Bishop Fer- 
guson purposes to go to Cavalla before the 
wet season sets in. There the Episcopal 
mission has an extensive work going on— 
part of it a school of the first class, under 
the zealous and efficient management of 
the Rev. Keda Valentine. There are substan- 
tial tokens of stronger and deeper life in 
Liberia.”— Washington, D. C., Hvening Star. 


CHINA, 


THE NEW STATION AT WUHU. 

Tue Bishop writes from Wuhu under date 
of March 19th that he had just inaugurated 
the work at that station with formal cere- 
monies. The Rev. Mei-peng Kwei and Mr. 
Hung had succeeded in renting a house, 
containing six rooms, to be used for the work. 
The rear room on the ground floor is set 
apart for the religious services of the mis- 
sion, and another room, fronting upon the 
street, for preaching to the Chinese. On 
the 14th and 15th of March these rooms were 
dedicated by the Bishop, in the presence of 
the missionaries from the stations on the 
river Yang-tse above and below Wuhu. 

On the 14th the room which is to be used 
as a chapel was dedicated. Morning Prayer 
having been said at nine o’clock, at eleven 
o’clock the Litany was said by the Rev. Mr. 
Kwei, after which the Bishop preached and 
celebrated the Holy Communion, Mr. Kwei 
reading the Epistle. The sermon of the 
Bishop was from the text, ‘‘ Behold, now is 
the accepted time; behold, now is the day 
of salvation.” 

On the 15th the preaching was begun in the 
front room of the house, which accommo- 
dates about forty persons. The congrega- 
tion changes from time to time, and proba- 
bly 200 persons listened to the preaching on 
the first day. The Bishop writes that preach- 
ing goes on every day, for several hours, and 
listeners are always present, some idly curi- 


ous, others apparently interested. ‘‘It is 
veritably a sowing by the wayside and among 
thorns, and only the Holy Spirit can pre- 
pare here and there a heart to receive the 
glad tidings.” 


THE BISHOP’S VISITATION TO HANKOW AND 
WUCHANG. 

Bishop Boone, writing from Shanghai on 
April 18th, describes a late visitation to 
Hankow and Wuchang, and states that he 
found the work there in a hopeful condition. 
At St. Paul’s Church, Hankow, on the 
Third Sunday in Lent, March 28th, the 
Bishop confirmed seven men. On the next 
Sunday twelve catechumens were baptized, 
having persevered through the six months of 
their probation. On that day (April 4th) 
eight persons were confirmed in the Church 
of the Nativity, Wuchang. One of these 
was a tottering old man, three were women 
and the other four were choir-boys of the 
church, from the Bishop Boone Memorial 
School, who, ‘‘with their bright, young 
faces,” says the Bishop, ‘‘ were a very pleas- 
ant sight, when one knew how different 
their lives would be if no Christian school 
had stretched out sheltering arms, to take 
them into such careful training as this school 
gives.”” The Bishop reports that Mr. Sower- 
by shows more and more clearly his natural 
fitness for this special line of work. Mr. 
Protheroe is also proving his usefulness at 
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the street chapel at Fukai and inthe work 
of the wards and the dispensary of the hos- 
pital. At both Hankow and Wuchang the 
young Deacons and catechists, graduates 
from St. John’s College, are very well spoken 
of by the clergy in charge of the stations, 

The Bishop writes further: ‘‘I hope to 
lay before thé Board on my return to the 
United States a well considered plan for the 
promotion and enlargement of this most im- 
portant and growing work up the Great 
River [the river Yang-tse], which is by far 
the greater portion of the missionary juris- 
diction committed by the Church to my 
charge.” 


DEATH OF MRS. PARTRIDGE. 

Letters from Shanghai by the last mail, 
brought tidings of the death of Mrs. 8. C. 
Partridge on the 8d of May. Some weeks 
before, under the advice of her physicians, 
her husband had taken her to Wuhu, on the 
Yang-tse river. She continued to fail, how- 
ever, and the physicians recalled her to 
Shanghai. Bishop Boone heard at Hong- 
Kong by telegraph of herdeath. He writes: 
‘*Please say for me, ‘She hath done what 
she could.’ Her quick mind and sympathies 
made her at one with the work and with our 
native workers, especially at St. Mary’s Hall 
and the orphanage, in a wonderfully short 
time after her arrival. Up to and beyond 
her strength she did all she could during 
her brief term in China. She will be long 
and greatly missed by the Chinese, as well 
as by the members of the mission, who can 
appreciate a well furnished mind and a 
courageous and self-sacrificing spirit.” 

Mr. Thomson, as president of the Standing 
Committee, thus representing the mission, 
writes: ‘‘Mrs. Partridge passed away from 
us yesterday. We have all just returned 
from her funeral. Hers was a bright and 
lovely character. She is a great loss to the 
mission. Many hearts are sad among the 
natives as well as among the foreigners. 
Although she has not been with us long, 
and although she has been often ill, her 
kindness and brightness won all hearts.” 

Dr. E. M. Griffith, who attended Mrs. 
Partridge, writes: ‘‘Her sickness and death 
were a most exemplary exhibition of Chris- 
tian patience and fortitude, and she has left 
with us, her fellow-workers, an affectionate 
remembrance of good deeds lovingly per- 
formed.” 
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Mr. Partridge himself says: ‘There is 
just one point that I wish to have clearly 
understood at home, as I am keenly sensi- 
tive about it. It is this: that there were no 
indications of any trouble in Mrs. Partridge’s 
case before we left the United States. <A 
natural chain of events, which might have 
happened anywhere, culminated in pulmo- 
nary difficulties, which she was too weak to 
resist. She was a ‘faithful soldier and ser- 
vant unto her life’s end.’ ” 

We are told that Mrs. Partridge continued 
in direction of the affairs of St. Mary’s Hall 
and the orphanage until she was too weak to 
speak. When informed by her physicians 
that she was too ill to attempt to leave 
China, she said: ‘‘Oh! I am so glad, for I 
can keep right on with my work and per- 
haps accomplish a great deal yet.” 

‘She rests from her labors, and her works 
do follow her.” 


EASTER SERVICES IN 8T. JOHN’S CHURCH. 

The weather in Shanghai on Easter Day 
was very beautiful, and the services in St. 
John’s Collegiate Church were in keeping 
with the day. The font and chancel were 
dressed with flowers, and five services were 
held in the church, at which the Bishop and 
other of the clergy of the mission, native 
and foreign, officiated. The hours of service 
were six, half-past seven, and ten o’clock, 
A.M., and four and six o’clock, p.m. At six 
o’clock in the morning a ‘‘ praise service” 
took place. At half-past seven Morning 
Prayer was said, and at the ten o’clock ser- 
vice the Bishop preached and administered 
the Holy Communion, fifty-four persons, 
native and foreign, receiving the Sacrament. 
The service at four o’clock in the afternoon 
was in the Shanghai colloquial language, 
when the Bishop confirmed nine Chinese— 
three men and six women. ‘Three of these 
candidates were the fruit of the Rev. Mr. 
Hwa’s work at Tsung-zu, the others, em- 
ployees of St. John’s College. 

MEETINGS OF THE BISHOP AND CLERGY. 

The Rey. E. H. Thomson informs us that 
just before sailing Bishop Boone held a 
meeting of his older clergymen, both for- 
eigners and natives, and gave a charge to 
them. On the day of the Bishop’s departure 
a general meeting was held of all the clergy- 
men of the mission stationed at and near 
Shanghai. The Bishop made an address, 
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and several addresses were made in response, 
expressing the good wishes of the clergy. 


ST. JOHN’S COLLEGE DISPENSARY. 

Dr. Griffith reports that during the three 
months ending February 28th he treated 362 
persons, who made 1,625 visits to the dis- 
pensary at St. John’s College. A numberof 
these were teachers and students; but the 
majority were from the vicinity. While the 
patients await the attention of the phy- 
sician, they are instructed by their own 
countrymen, employed as catechists, in the 
truths of Christianity. 


MISS SPENCER’S WORK AT ST. JOHN’S COLLEGE. 

Miss Esther A. Spencer in a recent letter, 
writing of her work of teaching in St. 
John’s College, Shanghai, says: ‘‘ Since the 
opening of the school year we have had sev- 
eral new pupils, and I believe the boys in 
the college now number about eighty-five. 
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If we could keep all of these boys through 
the entire course, or at least until they were 
thoroughly grounded in the Christian faith, 
we would be very happy. My work is very 
interesting indeed, and though I taught for 
several years before I left home, I think I 
never became so much attached to any other 
pupils as to these. They seem to combine 
almost if not quite everything that is de- 
sirable in scholars.” 


AN ACKNOWLEDGMENT. 

Bishop Boone desires to acknowledge the 
receipt of sixty-two dollars (Mexican money) 
from ‘‘ Hope,” of Washington, D. C., who 
was present at the last examinations at St. 
John’s College, Shanghai. This money is 
the equivalent of fifty dollars in United 
States gold coin, and has been expended for 
a chancel rail for the Church of the Nativ- 
ity, Wuchang, and a small organ for the 
chapel at Nan Ziang. 
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HOLY WEEK AND EASTER AT OSAKA. 

Tur Rev. Mr. McKim writes: ‘‘ Last week, 
being Holy Week, we held united services 
with the English Church’s missions, The 
churches were packed each evening, and all 
seemed interested and benefited. Bishop 
Bickersteth, who had arrived from England 
only the week before, attended nearly all of 
the services. On Good.Friday, after the reg- 
ular morning service, special services were 
held in the Church of the Holy Comforter, 
from twelve o’clock noon to three o’clock 
p.M. More than fifty persons took part most 
earnestly and devoutly, not one leaving the 
church. I consider it one of the most profita- 
ble services of the year. 

“At the united service on Saturday even- 
ing (Easter Eve) in St. Paul’s Church, I 
baptized twelve adults, four of whom belong 
to the Church of the Holy Comforter, and 
eight to St. Paul’s Church. The members 
of the latter congregation are working nobly 
with their lay-reader. They have more than 
doubled their numbers since their organiza- 
tion last year. 

‘On Easter Day, in spite of rain, the 
church was crowded, extra seats having to 
be brought in from the school-room. The 
Christians had decorated the chancel beauti- 
fully with cherry blossoms and other flowers. 

‘Next Sunday Bishop Williams, who is 


now in Osaka, will, I hope, confirm twenty- 
eight persons belonging to St. Paul’s and © 
the Church of the Holy Comforter.” 


BAPTISM OF CONVERTS. 

The Rev. Mr. Woodman, in a letter dated 
at Tokio April 27th, writes: ‘‘During last 
week I baptized eight adults. This brings 
the number up to twenty-two. This year’s 
report from both our mission-stations [Tokio 
and Osaka] will be encouraging to the 
Church at home. I think that there can- 
not be less than seventy per cent. increase 
in the number of baptisms this year.” 


MR. M’KIM’S EVANGELISTIC WORK. 

The Rev. John McKim writes that on the 
12th of April he went to Nara, and with the 
catechist preached on two evenings to large 
congregations. On the morning of the 13th, 
he said Morning Prayer, and gave a Bible 
lesson. On the morning of the 14th Miss 
Mailes, who had come from Osaka with her 
two women helpers, gave an instruction, 
after which a service was held, and Mr. 
McKim baptized one adult. 

Missionaries of the Greek Church and the 
American Congregationalists are also work- 
ing at Nara. Mr. McKim called on the 
Greek catechist while there, and had a con- 
versation with him. He has been there 
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since last September, and goes from house to 
house exhorting and instructing the people 
in the Christian religion. 

From Nara, on the 15th of April, the party 
of missionaries went to Tawaramoto, where 
services were held and sermons delivered, 
and Miss Mailes gave an instruction in the 
Bible. During this visit Mr. McKim and a 
catechist went to a village a few miles from 
Tawaramoto, and preached to about 100 per- 
sons in a farmer’s house. On the evening 
of the same day they preached to a very 
large assemblage at Imai, a new station, 
until about eleven o’clock. After the 
preaching several of the hearers returned to 
the inn with them, and conversed upon the 
Christian religion. 

The expenses of Mr. McKim and his cate- 
chist at the inn in Imai were paid by a 
Japanese named Tomura, who is not yet a 
Christian, but has asked to be baptized, and 
who rented the hall for the preaching, and 
paid all the expense connected with it. He 
has also entered his little boy as a pupil at 
the English mission’s primary school. 


WORK IN KISHIU AND YAMATO. 

The Rev. T. 8. Tyng writes: ‘‘We have 
now in connection with my country work in 
Kishiu and Yamato, along the line of the 
Kii river, from Wakayama eastward to 
Kojo, a distance of thirty-three or thirty- 
four miles, twenty-four Christians and thirty- 
six catechumens. These are distributed in 
seven places, in all but one of which regu- 
lar work on Sundays or week-days is going 
on, In the remaining place arrangements 
have already been made for beginning it. 
These places, which vary in population 
from 1,500 to 61,000, are centres of the 
work. Besides these there are a dozen or 
more outlying points which we have visited 
and preached at, at one or two of which 
regular work ought to be begun as soon as 
possible. If the work thus begun is fol- 
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lowed up, we shall practically take posses- 
sion of the valley of the Kii, from Waka- 
yama across the province of Kishiu into 
Yamato. In Wakayama itself the Cumber- 
land Presbyterians and the Greek Church 
are at work. If this work is not well fol- 
lowed up, the Cumberland Presbyterians are 
ready to step in and take it out of our 
hands,” 


A NEW STATION AT GOJO. 

From a letter of the Rev. Mr. Tyng’s, dated 
May 11th, we make the following extract: 
‘We have lately begun new work in Gojo, 
a little further up the Kii river than the 
country work I had previously undertaken. 
We have had several very largely attended 
meetings there, in the theatre, in a Shinto 
temple, and in a hotel. There are but two 
catechumens there as yet; but these, with one 
or two other interested persons, are engaged 
in fitting up at their own expense a preach- 
ing place, which is to be opened to-morrow, 
where regular services are to be held. The 
town is an important one, the largest at 
which I have work going on outside of Wa- 
kayama, having some 10,000 inhabitants, and 
among the people interested in our work are 
some of the most influential in the place. 
Mr. Takahashi, who has been some time in 
the theological school here, is going there 
to remain until the summer. 

‘¢ At the Bishop’s recent visit thirty-eight 
persons were confirmed—sixteen at St. Paul’s, 
twelve at the Church of the Holy Comforter, 
and ten at St. Timothy’s. The English Bishop 
also has recently confirmed a number here, 
sixteen, I believe. There are connected with 
the Anglican Church in Osaka about 3800 
baptized persons; the Congregationalists 
numbering 500; the Presbyterians 100; and 
the Cumberland Presbyterians some sixty or 
seventy, I believe. Five or six years ago, 
the Congregationalists outnumbered us ten 
to one.” 
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CONSECRATION OF A CHURCH AND CHAPEL. 

Bisuor Hotty, in a letter from Port-au- 
Prince, dated May 8th, reports that he had 
just returned from a visitation of the sta- 
tions in the mountain district of Léogane. 
During his absence he consecrated the par- 
ish church at Buteau and a chapel at Petit 
Harpon. In the former he confirmed seven- 
teen persons, and in the latter, twenty-five. 


The Bishop says: ‘‘We have now three 
consecrated edifices in that district, and the 
erection of a fourth is contemplated.” The 
Lenten offerings of the Sunday-school of 
the Church of the Holy Trinity, at Port-au- 
Prince, amounted to seventy-five dollars, of 
which fifty dollars was contributed in aid 
of the Rev. Mr. Battiste’s work in the moun- 
tains of Léogane.

MISSIONARY ENTHUSIASM. 


PROPERLY speaking, the Church of Christ 
is the one great missionary society. Over 
her gates we read, from age to age, the in- 
scription which was traced by her great 
Founder in almost His parting words—‘‘Go 
ye, make disciples of all nations, baptizing 
them in the name of the Father, and of the 
Son, and of the Holy Ghost.” If the Church 
of Christ could cease to be missionary she 
would be utterly untrue to the plainest com- 
mands of our Lord, and the missionary 
spirit is not by any means only the spirit of 
actual missionaries; it is the spirit of all 
true Christians who have the faith at heart. 
Every serious Christian is a missionary in 
intention, and within the limits that his 
providential work makes possible, though 
he may never have looked upon the face 
of a heathen in his life; just as every serious 
Christian bears within his heart the spirit 
of the martyrs, though he may never be 
called upon to witness his faith with 
his blood; for the wish to spread the 
knowledge of the love of Christ is, if I may 
so speak, a strong overmastering impulse in 
every man, in every woman who really 
knows and loves Him. The man who 
knows the happiness of peace with God 
through our Lord Jesus Christ cannot but 
desire that other men should share it; and 
this desire, in its higher, its stronger, its 
more heroic forms, is one of the greatest 
gifts of God to His Church. It is that 
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divine enthusiasm of which our Lord Jesus 
Christ spoke in the words, ‘‘I am come to 
send fire on the earth.”—Oanon Liddon. 


INDIAN RESERVATIONS AN EVIL, 


WHILE we profess to desire their civiliza- 
tion, we adopt in the Indian reservation the 
plan which of all possible plans seems most 
carefully designed to preserve the degrading 
customs and the low moral standards of 
heathen barbarism. Take a barbaric tribe, 
place them upon a vast tract of land from 
which you carefully exclude all civilized 
men, separate them by hundreds of miles 
from all organized civil society and the ex- 
ample of reputable white settlers, and hay- 
ing thus insulated them in empty space, 
doubly insulate them from Christian civili- 
zation by surrounding them with sticky 
layers of the vilest, most designingly wicked 
men our century knows, the whiskey-selling 
whites and the debased half-breeds who in- 
fest the fringes of our resérvations, men 
who have the vices of the barbarian plus the 
worst vices of the reckless frontiersman and 
the city criminal, and then endeavor to 
incite the electrifying, life-giving currents 
of civilized life to flow through this doubly 
insulated mass. If an Indian now and then 
gets glimpses of something better and seeks 
to leave this seething mass of in-and-in- 
breeding degradation, to live in a civilized — 
community, give him no protection by law 
and no hope of citizenship. If he has won 
his way, as many have done, through the 
highest institutions of iearning, with honor, 
tell him that he may see many of our largest 
cities ruled by rings of men, many of whom 
are foreigners by birth, ignorant, worthless, 
yet naturalized citizens, but that he must 
not hope to vote or to hold office. 

Christian missionaries plunge into these 
reservations, struggle with the mass of evil 
there, and feeling that bright children can 
be best educated in the atmosphere of civili- 
zation, they send to eastern institutions these 
Indian children plucked like fire-stained 
brands from the reservations. They are 
brought to our industrial training-schools. 
The lesson taught by the comparison of 
their photographs when they come and when 
they go is wonderful. The years of contact 
with ideas and with civilized men and Chris- 
tian women so transform them that their 
faces shine with a wholly new light, for 
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they have indeed ‘‘communed with God.” 
They came children; they return young 
men and young women; yet they look 
younger in the face than when they came to 
us. The prematurely aged look of hopeless 
heathenism has given way to that dew of 
eternal youth which marks the difference 
between the savage and the man who lives 
in the thoughts of an eternal future.-—Report 
of U. 8. Indian Commissioners for 1885.

THE OPIUM CURSE. 


Tus evil prevails more in some of the 
provinces of China than in others, although it 
is rapidly extending in them all. The Rev. 
Mr. Atwood, of the American Board’s mis- 
sion in the province of Shansee, gives the 
following very painful account of its preva- 
lence in that province: ‘‘ The prospect be- 
fore us is not bright when we take into ac- 
count the fact that in the cities nine-tenths 
_ of the men and all the women, probably, 

are slaves to the drug; while in the villages 
the number of those who use it is far above 
one-half, and probably more than two-thirds 
of all the people. At the present rate of 
increase in the use of the drug a few decades 
more will suffice almost to depopulate the 
plain. Should another famine occur soon it 
would precipitate this calamity upon them 
with dire certainty, so great is their poy- 
erty. The most discouraging feature about 
it is that they do not want to give up the 
habit. They cling to it as if it were the 
dearest boon. Nothing but the motive 
power of the Gospel and the very power of 
God Himself can bring these people out of 
this bondage. We are trying to impress 
these truths upona few day by day. Pray for 


us, that our faith fail not. 
need of your prayers than you can realize or 
imagine, I think.” 


MR. DARWIN IN NEW ZEALAND. 


Tne late Mr. Charles Darwin, in the 
course of his voyage round the world in 
H. M. §. ‘‘ Beagle,” visited Waimate, in New 
Zealand, and this is what he wrote concern- 
ing some of the results of missionary labors 
there: * 

‘At length we reached Waimate. After 
having passed over so many miles of an un- 
inhabited, useless country, the sudden ap- 
pearance of an English farm-house and its 
well-dressed fields, placed there as if by an 
enchanter’s wand, was exceedingly pleasant. 
Mr. Williams not being at home, I received 
in Mr. Davis’ house a cordial welcome. We 
took a stroll about the farm; but I cannot 
attempt to describe all I saw. There were 
large gardens, with every fruit and vegetable 
which England produces, and many belong- 
ing to a warmer clime. Around the farm- 
yard there were stables, a threshing barn, 
with its winnowing machine, a blacksmith’s 
forge, and on the ground ploughshares and 
other tools; in the middle was a happy mixt- 
ure of pigs and poultry, lying comfortably 
together as in every English farm-yard ; and 
at a little distance a large and substantial 
water-mill. All this is very surprising 
when it is considered that five years ago 
nothing but the fern flourished here. More- 
over, native workmanship, taught by the 
missionaries, has effected this change. The 
lesson of the missionary is the enchanter’s wand. 
The house had been built, the windows 
framed, the fields ploughed, and even the 
trees grafted by the New Zealander. When 
I looked at the whole scene J thought it ad- 
mirable. Several young men, redeemed by 
the missionaries from slavery, were employed 
on the farm; they had a respectable appear- 
ance. Late in the evening I went to Mr. 
Williams’ house, where I passed the night. 
I found there a large party of children, col- 
lected together for Christmas Day, and all 
sitting round a table at tea. I never saw a 
nicer or more merry group; and to think that 
this was the centre of the land of cannibalism, 
murder, and all atrocious crimes! I took 
leave of the missionaries with thankfulness for 
their kind welcome, and with feelings of high 
respect for their gentlemanlike, useful, and 
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upright characters. I think it would be diffi- 
cult to find a body of men better adapted for 
the high office which they fulfil.” 


NATIVE CHURCHES. 


Ar the last English Church Congress one 
of the subjects discussed was, ‘‘ The Church 
in India.” Dr. Harold Browne, the Bishop 
of Winchester, in concluding an address on 
this topic said that what was especially 
wanted in India was not a Church of England, 
but a native Indian Church, which should 
be free from distinctions of party and of 
race, and in full communion with the 
Church of England. Let the natives have 
the Gospel, and then let the native rulers 
and teachers of the Church have plenty 
of freedom to form and frame their 
Church as was necessary for the wants of 
their own people. A Church of India so 
formed might, indeed, be the daughter of 
the Church of England, but she need not 
necessarily be the same in all her features as 
her mother. 

These wise words of the learned Bishop 
are applicable to other Churches than the 
English Church, and other countries than 
India. 


BOUNTEOUS GIVING IN ENGLAND. 


THERE are many instances of liberal giv- 
ing to missions on the part of wealthy men 
and womenin England. Mr. Arthington, of 
Leeds, has again and again given $25,000 at 
atime. Mr. C. W. Jones, of Brighton, has 
been equally liberal. Miss Baxter, of Dun- 
dee, has given a missionary steamer and large 
sums of money. Lady Burdett Coutts, now 
Mrs. Bartlett, has endowed three foreign 
missionary Bishoprics, besides giving largely 
to various home missions and charities. 

Not long since a gentleman, who does not 
allow his name to be known, contributed 
$24,000 in one sum for the evangelization of 
China. A few years ago another gentleman 
gave to missions one guinea a day through- 
out the year. The year following he ad- 
vanced his contribution to seven guineas a 
day. He found himself so blessed in his re- 
sources, and so happy in the ‘luxury of 
doing good,” that the next year he made 
his subscription a daily one of fifty guineas; 
more than $90,000 in one year! These are 
but a few of the many similar cases which 
might be given, 
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A CONTRAST. 


A SPEAKER in a recent missionary address 
said that, when a sewing-machine company 
sent one of their agents to a new place, they 
supported him until the business was able to 
take care of itself. The Church, when it 
sent its missionary to the same place, doled 
out a meagre pittance, expected him to get 
along without chapel, rectory or books, and 
then wondered at his lack of success. 

How can we account for this attitude of 
the Church? Is it that she believes it is 
within the power of a missionary to work 
miracles in the rapid conversion of an ordi- 
nary community into a community of devout, 
generous Churchmen? Conversions go on 
slowly in these times. There has not been 
an instance in Massachusetts lately where a 
whole village gave up its irreligion and its 
wrong religion after a few months’ ministra- 
tions of a Church clergyman. So it can 
hardly be that the Church is expecting mir- 
acles of that sort. Canit be that she expects 
her missionary to become so de-materialized 
as to cease to need food and raiment? Poor 
man, he will not need either very long, but 
while he is acting as the Church’s agent in 
the place where the Church has sent him, he 
must eat and drink and wear clothing, and 
somehow the storekeepers in the places 
where he serves as missionary expect pay for 
their goods. The Church-people all the 
world over know this, for they have dealings 
with storekeepers themselves. If they send . 
a missionary toa place, should they not help 
him buy food and raiment? All of this is so 
evident that we must dismiss the supposition 
that the Church expects her missionaries to 
exchange their present bodies for bodies less 
material. 

But oncemore. Can it be that the Church 
is poor, and cannot properly support its mis- 
sionaries? Poor? Think of the dwellings 
of its members, their incomes. their invest- 
ments, their garments, style of living, 
amusements, journeys from place to place, 
and then ask if the Church is so poor that it 
can afford only an average ofa dollar or less 
per year as the offering of each member! 
How many families spend more for the 
merest trifles than they contribute to mis- 
sions! And think how much is unnecessa- 
rily expended for articles of luxury or fancy. 
The difference in cost between a comfortable 
garment and an elaborate one would pay a 
quarter’s stipend to a missionary. The 
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trimming on a certain dress would pay fora 
hundred Prayer Books. 

No, no; it is not that the Church-people 
are too poor to support missionaries. But 
why is it that the sewing-machine company 
treats its agents better than the Church 
treats its missionaries? It cannot be that 
sewing-machines are more important than 
the Gospel. It may be that the children 
of this world still are wiser than the children 
of light.— The Diocese (Massachusetts. )

Ir the Church is to do the great work for 
which God has given her opportunity and 
command, the ranks of her clergy must be 
constantly replenished with thorough-going 
men, who count no cost and have no other 
ambition than that they may win souls to 
Christ and train them in the life of God. 
What better work can be placed before the 
mind of the young than to serve in the Min- 
istry of the Gospel? The age calls for ear- 
nest men in the Ministry. This country 
needs them. The world needs them. Pray 
ye the Lord of the harvest that He would 
send forth laborers into His harvest. 


FRAGMENTS. 


The missions of the Jesuits are pro- 
hibited in all German colonies. 


Two City Mission Halls have been 
erected in London as memorials to the late 
Earl of Shaftesbury. 


Ten thousand converts of Wesleyan 
missions in Sierra Leone and the Gold Coast 
raised last year a jubilee fund of $75,000, an 
average of seven dollars and a half each. 


The Rev. T. P. Hughes, B.D., a mis- 
sionary of the Church Missionary Society in 
India, has published a ‘‘ Dictionary of 
Islam.” The volume forms.a cyclopedia of 
the teachings, ceremonies, customs and his- 
tory of Mohammedanism. 


Archdeacon Bardsley states that in 
one church alone in the east end of London,

of which the Rev. Mr. Stone is the vicar, no 
fewer than 100 adult Jews, besides‘children, 
had been baptized and confirmed within a 
short period, and are now regular communi- 
cants, 


Chief-Justice Waite and Associate- 
Justice Gray, of the United States Supreme 
Court, and the Rey. Dr. Tustin will make a 
summer excursion to Alaska, and expect to 
make a call at St. Michael’s, whither the Rev. 
Octavius Parker has gone to establish a 
mission of this Society. 


—— The Bishop of Rangoon states that 
since 1878 the number of the clergy in the 
diocese has increased from nine to twenty- 
nine. Four new churches have been built, 
and four more are in course of erection. 
Diocesan institutions have been formed, and 
three new mission-stations established. 


—— The total income of the English So- 
ciety for the Propagation of the Gospel dur- 
ing the year 1885, was $589,858, of which 
$81,000 was designated for special use. The 
contributions to the general fund were 
larger by nearly $45,000 than in any pre- 


vious year of the society’s existence, the in- 


crease being principally in legacies. 


Another Christian convert has been 
burned alive in Uganda, where Bishop Han- 
nington was murdered, on a charge of insult- 
ing the king. Mr. Mackay writes: ‘‘The 
devotion and courage of the young Christians 
are wonderful.” The number of applicants 
for Baptism is increased rather than dimin- 
ished by the persecution of the Christians 
by the king. 


The Rev. H. J. May, of British Gui- 
ana, writing concerning the Bishop, says: 
“This morning he is off to the Pomeroon 
missions on a three weeks’ tour, travelling 
several times for twenty-eight hours on 
a stretch through swamps, where, I hear, no 
dry land appears, the Indians living in large 
trees and in houses built on spiles high out 
of the water.” 


Mr. Wray, amissionary of the Church 
Missionary Society at Chagga, in eastern 
Africa, writes a very touching letter con- 
cerning the late Bishop Hannington, which 
he concludes as follows: ‘‘Oh, that loving, 
tender-hearted, winning soul! I cannot for- 
get those feet that trod over 100 miles, in 
order that I might be carried in his ham- 
mock when ill, He saved my life!”

THE TURTLE MOUNTAIN INDIANS. 

[Lurrer from the Rev. J. J. Enmegahbowh 
to an officer of the Massachusetts Branch of 
the Auxiliary. | 

Waiter Eartu, MINnnesova. 
DEAR CuristiAN FRIEND: 

After the convention I expect to go visit 
with my wife and Christian chief and his 
wife to Turtle Mountain country, a large 
settlement of Indians 325 miles due west of 
White Earth. Iexpect to take my ponies 
and wagon, my camping equipment, such as 
good tent, if I can raise one. I havea good 
gun, and I think I can kill all the game 
needed on my way to reach there and go 
backagain. A good and noble ladies sent me 
this most finished and costly gun, which I 
prize highly. 

On last May four men, two Christians and 
two heathen, arrived at White Earth, in 
search of a missionary to go and visit them 
in their own far-off country. During their 
stay at White Earth, they remained with 
me under my roof. When I heard all their 
piteous story my heart moved and could not 
refused them, and told them I would go visit 
them. Bishops Whipple and Walker de- 
cided to go. The poor men particularly re- 
quested me personally to visit them. Sev- 
enteen years ago, when I first entered White 
Earth, I found three or four families of the 
Turtle Mountain Indians with my people 
here. Of course they were all pagan In- 
dians, camping with my people at White 
Earth. I took peculiar more interest for 
them, knowing as coming from far-off 
country. I took every opportunity to tell 
them the wonderful story and love of 
the Great Spirit in sending His Only Son to 
suffered and die for us men, both the 
whites and the red men, and that the Great 
Spirit was no respecter of persons, but in 
every nation, he that- feareth Him and 
worked righteousness is accepted with Him; 
and gradually gained their attentions, and 
the end of the year had the pleasure bap- 
tizing thirty-four of them, both the adults 


and children. And the next following year 
all proposed to return to their distant homes. 

After having tried to prevent from going 
to their homes—here is a big oak tree still 
standing, where we all last knelt together 
before making our final separation. It was 
indeed an affecting separation, to say our 
last farewell one another. 

Three years after their departure from us 
they halted at St. Vincent to receive their 
last payment from the government. The 
Rev. E. P. Smith, a Congregationalist clergy- 
man, visited those poor people to distributed 
their last goods. This minister did not ex- 
pect to find any praying Indian so far away 
from any praying Indian. Early Sunday 
morning started to go and visit the wigwams 
of the Indians. Before reaching to the 
wigwams saw a group of Indians gather 
under the shade of an oak tree, both men, 
women and children. The minister said to 
himself, ‘‘ A dance, I presume;” and as he 
neared them one man arose from their midst, 
and all arose at once, and began to singing 
the old familiar hymn, ‘‘Jesus, Lover of 
my soul.” The minister was _ perfectly 
amazed and astonished to find any praying 
Indians so far away from any praying In- 
dians and in the midst of the heathens. 

When the minister arrived home at White 
Earth, he ask to be allowed to say few 
words in our church and before the Chris- 
tian Indians, I gave him the permission. He 
told it in so affecting manner, very few eyes, 
if there were any, were not moistened with 
tears. 

Finally, before they made their final move 
to the Turtle Mountain, I visit them with 
my wife, and baptize two children and 
one adult, and that was my last visit and my 
last seeing them until on last May when they 
came to White Earth in the space or interval 
of sixteen years. Istarted from White Earth 
not until in the month of August, to visit to 
the Turtle Mountain country. 

My reasons for starting so late was to see 
general inspector from Washington and to 
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ask his permission to visit to the Turtle 
Mountain; and when he came I went to him 
to ask him whether he would find any objec- 
tion of my going to the Turtle Mountain, 
He said, ‘‘Mr. Enmegahbowh, not at all, 
but go, go. You are well known at Wash- 
ington, and beside you have over thirty of 
your Church members there.” 

I took the train from Detroit City, Min- 
nesota, for Devil’s Lake, the terminus of the 
railroad, and from Devil’s Lake took stage 
one hundred miles on stage-route, a very 
tedious way of travelling. I arrived the 
mountain late on Saturday night. My people 
did not know my arrival until early next 
morning when I visited them. When they 
saw the prodigal coming, I never shall forget 
the sight, the joy my poor cast-away Chris- 
tians manifested. It was indeed like meet- 
ing long, long lost dear children. O yes, 
it was to them like meeting their father 
who deserted them long ago for so many 
years. 

I must hasted and be brief. Preparations 
were being made for Sunday service. There 
was no place to hold service; the huts and 
wigwams were too small. My only course 
was to do as I did when I first came in 
White Earth seventeen years ago, to hold 
my service under the shade of the trees. We 
selected a place where there was a beautiful 


spot. Before the hour my place of worship 
was all well filled with heathens. Chris- 
tians and the pale-faces joined us. When 


I heard the cast-away Christians responded, 
sing and repeat the creed and prayers so loud 
and distinct, I felt I was at home. It was 
my greatest joy and comfort to find those 
Christians still walking in the Christian path, 
faithful and earnest in the course of ¢heir 
Christian profession. The following even- 
ing I called the Christians together to ex- 
amine them how much they have forgotten 
and how much they still retained. I say to 
my great joy that they all still retained the 
prayers, responses they have learned seven- 
teen years ago. I ask them how and in 
what way they have preserved, kept the 
blessed prayers. ‘‘ Enmegahbowh, almost 
every Sabbath day we gathered ourselves, 
talked one another to be faithful, sing and 
pray and repeat the creeds.” Now, my 
friends, here are few Christians in the midst 
of the heathen religion and in the heart of 
heathenism. 

A noted grand medicine man called on 
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me to the following night, with his wife and 
son, and related the beautiful dreams of their 
only daughter who died before my arrival 
or early in May. This grand medicine has 
much influence over his people. After 
seated themselves, he said, ‘‘I am the head 
of our grand medicine lodge, and when I 
heard about the Christian religion I said 
again and again that Inever would disgraced 
myself to become one, and that I would 
oppose and used every means to prevent be- 
ing introduced into our country. My mind 
has been changed before the death of our 
only loving daughter. When my daughter 
was truly sick, she know she must die. One 
morning she invited me and her mother to 
build her little wigwam that she might be 
alone in the day and nights while she lived. 
We did so. Early one morning she invited 
me, her mother and brother. She said, ‘My 
dear father, I wanted to tell my dream dur- 
ing the night. In my dream I saw that 
I was lying down, my face towards the rising 
of the sun. As I was looking towards the 
rising of the sun, and behold the vast, beauti- 
ful prairie was a beautiful road, leaded to my 
humble little wigwam, and in looking over 
this beautiful road from whence it cometh 
as far as eyes could reach, in my dream I 
saw a man coming towards me, with very 
dark suit on, and in watching his steps I 
knew he was fast coming towards me. When 
he came up and stood before me, he said, 
‘My friend, I see you are truly sick; do you 
think and remember the Great Spirit?” Ilook 
up to see who he was. I saw that he was a 
Indian, full blood Chippeway missionary, 
and when he asked me the question whether I 
think about the Great Spirit, I said, ‘‘ Yes.” 
I know he was a praying man and Indian 
missionary. After asking me the question, 
I saw that he retraced his steps from whence 
he cometh. After passed away out of my 
sight, I said, ‘‘ What can thismean? He did 
not say anything about my recovery; that 
must mean that my end is near at hand.” 
Now, dear parents and brother, before I die 
I wanted to tell you that during the summer 
an Indian missionary shall surely visit us, 
and he will come to tell us about the Great 
Spirit and invited us to become Christians, 
Now, dear father, mother and brother, be- 
fore I die I want to ask you all, each of you, 
a question. I know the missionary will 
come some time during the present summer ; 
will yourefuse to accept the Christian religion 
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or will you receive it with true hearts?’ The 
father and mother both hold down their 
heads, saying not aword. Again the dying 
daughter asks, ‘Dear father and mother, as 
my last request of your loving and dying 
daughter, will you not accept the Christian 
religion when it is offered you?’ The father 
with much emotion took the hands of his 
dying daughter and kissed them and said, 
‘Loving daughter, yes, yes, with all my 
heart. When the missionary do arrive I will 
embraced the Christian religion.’ The poor 
mother throw her arms around her daughter’s 
neck and kissed her and said, ‘I too will do 
as you requested us to embrace the Christian 
religion.’ Then the dying daughter said, 
‘Now I shall be ready to die contented.’ 
Few days after she closed her eyes until the 
dawn of that great day of accounts to meet 
us face to face.” 

After he related his daughter’s dream, he 
said, ‘‘ Now I have promised my daughter 
to become Christian I shall be ready to be 
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baptized whenever you deemed that I am ; 
sufficiently instructed in the way of Christian 
religion.” The mother, brother and four 
others came forward and ready to receive 
the Christian Baptism—the influence brought 
by the dying daughter to her parents and 
others. You ask, ‘‘ Where did she received 
her good desires? from what source? She 
never saw nor heard of any missionary.” 
O yes, she derived her good desires from 
those cast-away Christians, that she had 
often attended their prayers and heard them 
about the Great Spirit. Those very poor 
Turtle Mountain Chippeways are fully ripe 
to receive the Christian religion, and for 
this reason and this only reason, why I want ~ 
to visit them just once more, before I go 
hence and be no more. Iloved these poor 
people; again and again they have requested 
me to visit them; I have received a half 
dozen letters from them; again I must go 
with my wife and Christian chief and may 
do some good for their souls.

CHRISTMAS GIFTS. 

Tue Rev. 8. C. Partridge writes from St. 
John’s, Shanghai, April 20th, 1886: 

‘“There is a little matter which Mrs. Part- 
ridge desires me to speak about in connec- 
tion with St. Mary’s School. A number of 
good people in the United States send us 
from time to time books (either Prayer Books 
or gift books) to be given to girls on various 
scholarships, forgetting the fact that not a 
solitary girl in St. Mary’s School understands 
a word of English, and that these books are 
almost useless. Of course, if a book is sent 
with definite instructions to be given to 
such and such a girl, we give it, but often- 
times when they are sent in a general way 
in Christmas boxes, we make some arrange- 
ment by which they can be exchanged for 
Chinese articles. : : 

“Tt seems a great pity that there should 
be this waste of good material, so I venture 
to suggest that instead of sending any books 
out from home, an equivalent in money be 
sent, and Chinese books be purchased here, 
and presented to the scholars. 

‘‘Our girls in St. Mary’s would every one 
of them prize a Prayer Book most highly. 
These can be gotten up here in very neat 
binding, with name in gold characters, for 


seventy-five cents; with Psalter, a dollar. 
Testaments, Bibles, or Hymn Books, and 
many good books for general reading (of a 
religious character) can be procured here in 
Shanghai in various styles. 

‘Tf any one who desires to make a present 
to a scholar will indicate the nature-of the 
book she wishes, and about the amount she 
is willing to send, we will be happy to 
attend to it for her. 

“‘A Chinese girl with an American Prayer 
Book. is an anomaly: she does not know 
what to do with it, and can only prize it as 
a curiosity. How infinitely more suitable in 
every way to give her something that she 
can ‘read, mark, learn and inwardly digest’! 
and learn to prize more highly every year 
she keeps it. Iam sure that you will see 
the point of this suggestion at once.” 


A Chinese Bible-reader writes, ‘‘ Let all 
zealous Christians combine to work as the 
Lord direct, to the whole world’s eternal 
welfare, And when many are only laboring 
for riches and other ambitions which perishes 
soon with their selfish lust, Christians take 
on them the blessed task of laying up for 
others as well as for themselves everlasting 
treasure in heaven,”
